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Plant for Permanence

Japanese Barberry 


EVENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO, the Japa- 
S nese barberry. Berberis thunbergi, 

was a new plant just introduced 
into America by the Arnold Arboretum, 
the seed arriving by way of Russia. 
Since that time it has earned a splendid 
reputation as an ornamental, able to 
grow well under various adverse con- 
ditions. Common in gardens now, this 


| hardy deciduous subject is nevertheless 


one of the best woody ornamentals. 

It is popular with nurserymen as well, 
for it is readily grown from seed. The 
plants fruit profusely every year, and 
the seed is easily cleaned and stratified 
for a few months, after which it is sown. 
It germinates quickly and the plants 
grow fairly rapidly, producing saleable 
Because they 
are inexpensive, they are popular with 
gardeners on a small budget—as well 
as with those with an eye for plants re- 


| quiring little care. 


The small bright yellow flowers, which 
appear in midspring, are produced 
singly but in great profusion. The leaves 
are only about an inch long and are 
among the first to appear in spring, a 
desirable asset for any plant. The bright 
red fruits are fleshy, coloring in early 
fall long before the leaves drop and 
often remaining on the plant all winter 
long, providing food for birds. And if 
they are not all eaten, they are often still 
colorful on the plant in early spring.

In fall, the foliage turns a_ brilliant 
making it one of the 
most outstanding shrubs at this time 
of year. 

Because of its numerous small. single 
thorns and dense mounded habit of 
growth, the Japanese barberry makes an 
excellent barrier plant, which can be 
sheared at almost any time of year and 
will recover quickly. The fact is. how- 
ever, that specimens seldom need any 
pruning whatsoever to shape them. since 
they normally grow into nicely rounded 
plants which may reach 8 feet tall and 
15 feet across. But more commonly they 
are below eye level in height. As a 
hedge, too, this subject is ideal. Indeed 
it is as a hedge that it finds its widest use. 

You can rejuvenate old plants simply 
by cutting them to within a foot of the 
ground in very early spring and allow- 
ing new growth to take over. 

One of the prime reasons for the con- 
tinued popularity of the Japanese bar- 
berry is that it withstands poor grow- 
ing conditions and shaded situations. 

Hardy in all but far northern gardens, 
readily available everywhere and _prac- 
tically unaffected by insect and disease 
pests (which cannot be said for all 
barberries) this Japanese shrub should 
continue to be extremely popular in 
American gardens as another addition 
to the lengthening list of low-mainte- 
nance plants.®

Nearly every garden has some shaded 
spots due to buildings, trees, shrubs, or, 
more rarely, rocks or boulders. Ours is 
no. exception to this rule. In fact we 
have shaded, or partially shaded areas 
due to all of these factors, even though 
a near total shade is found only in our 
wild garden—a grove composed of white 
pines, black and scarlet oaks, black and 
grey birches, and red maples, with the 
first predominating. 

In the foundation planting lily-of-the- 
valley flourishes happily along the whole 
width of the house. where it only gets 
sunshine during the early morning and 
late afternoon hours—-even this partly 
“filtered” by shrubs (a star magnolia, 
a Korean viburnum. and a forsythia, all 
of which thrive despite their rationed 
sunshine). 

In the foundation planting on the east, 
or front side, where the noonday sun- 
shine is filtered by a tall rose-of-sharon 
bush and a golden-chain or golden-rain 
tree (Laburnum vossi) we grow, besides 
two vigorous climbing roses (Brownell’s 
Yellow Rambler and Golden Glow), a 
flowering almond. and a_ February 
daphne (Daphne mezereum), a variety 
of spring bulbs (hyacinths, daffodils, nar- 
cissi, Siberian squills, glory-of-the-snow. 
Mexican star-flowers (Tritileia uniflora) , 
two kinds of primroses, evening prim- 
roses, violets, columbines and flowering 
tobacco (Nicotiana affinis). 

On the west side, where the noonday 
sun is “filtered” by a tall mockorange 
(Philadelphus coronarius) and where 
partial shade is provided all afternoon 
by the white pines in our grove, we grow 
various spring bulbs and a number of 
auratum lilies with a groundcover of 
Baltic ivy. 

The foundation planting at our de- 
tached garage includes a very vigorous 
lilac (Turgot), a big bed of meadow 
anemones (Anemone canadensis), a low 
growing veronica, the daylily Ophir, and 
a big bed of sneezewort on the north 
side. and on the west side, shaded by 
tall growing pines along our southern 
boundary, about a dozen different day- 
lilies, four peony varieties, some spring 
bulbs. bleeding heart, flowering tobacco, 
and sweet alyssum. 

In an even more shaded flower bed 
monkshood, bleeding heart. 
primroses and a variety of lilies, forget- 
me-nots. violets and primroses.

My garden offers a variety of light in- 
tensities to its plant inhabitants. There 
are sun-drenched “hot spots” against 
adobe walls; ever-changing sun-dappled 
shadowed places under trees; and deep. 
dusky shade in the angles of north and 
east walls. There are pockets around 


evergreens which receive only afternoon 
sunshine, and flower beds on the eastern 
(and lee) side of a high shrub border 
which are warmed by the rising ‘sun, 
shaded during the afternoon, and pro- 
tected from the wind, which is as im- 
portant a consideration as sun and 
shade in Southwest garden planning. 

My deep-toned daylilies flower best 
where they receive the dappled sunshine 
of high trees. In full sun, their colors 
fade out. Companions of the daylilies 
are bellflowers—peachbells, Carpathian 
harebells, and campanula Cullinmore; 
Mrs. Elliott long-spurred columbines; 
shasta daisies, iris, and Oriental poppies. 
The bellflowers do best in the shadier 
spots. The poppies, like the daylilies, 
lose color in full sun. Tucked into the 
beds and around the bases of trees are 
many hardy bulbs, which bloom in full 
spring sunshine before the trees leaf 
out; then mature their foliage slowly in 
the welcome shade which comes later. 

Shrubs which enjoy shaded nooks in 
my garden are the snowberry and Indian 
currant, which refuse to produce a good 
crop of berries in the sun; Euonymus 
radicans, now sending adventurous shoots 
up the trunk of our Russian olive tree; 
Euonymus japonica; coteneasters; and 
the patented blue-leaved Pfitzer’s juni- 
pers. The junipers, especially 
shelter from teo intense a sun, 
much in the summer, but during the 
winter months. Their delicately colored 
foliage is subject to winter burn, and 
may turn an ugly yellow when exposed 
to full sunshine.

West Coast 


Pointers 


by NORVELL GILLESPIE 


Almost everywhere on the West Coast, 
this month is fairly accurately described 
by the old saying, “March comes in like 
a lion and goes out like a lamb.” Cham- 
ber of Commerce propaganda to the 
contrary, California can usually expect 
downpours—sometimes cold, sometimes 
warm. In the Pacific Northwest, it is 
a combination of cold weather and chill- 
ing rains. Nevertheless, March is one 
of the better gardening months. 

In the Southwest and in California, 
it’s time to start planting for summer 
color. Don’t try to plant everything in 
the catalogue, though. Save the real heat 
lovers—zinnias, marigolds, celosias and 
others—for spring sowing. Not too much 
is gained by jumping the gun with 
plants that prefer warm soil and warm 
weather. 

Jack Mather, secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Bedding Plant Advisory Board, 
reports that pansies and petunias are 
the big sellers this month. Mather’s 
organization, composed of 242 growers 
in California, finds that home gardeners 
prefer the following “big ten” bedding 
plants, in order of popularity: snap- 
dragon, delphinium, English daisy, car- 
nation, aster, lobelia, salvia, zinnia, 
Unwin dwarf dahlia and _ calendula. 
Added to the previously mentioned pansy 
and petunia, these are the twelve that 
will be sold and grown the most in 1954. 

Whether to buy plants in flats or 10 
grow your own special varieties depends 
on available time and interest. Perhaps 
the best system is to buy as plants the 
easily acquired old reliables, then sow 
seeds of the newer varieties that are 
more difficult to purchase. 


Northwest Seed Sowing 


In the Northwest, odds are that hardy 
seeds broadcast outdoors now will not 
be harmed by the heavy rains. Try 
your luck with larkspur, bachelor but- 
tons, Iceland poppies, godetia, clarkia, 
sweet alyssum and similar plants. Seeds 
are broadcast on well worked open 
ground. If seedlings are thinned out 
later they will have a chance to develop 
properly, and be less apt to be spindly 
and leggy.

Though Blaze is the only All-America 
seed winner for 1954, several other 
worthwhile novelties have been intro- 
duced.

In California and other 
parts of the Southwest where alkaline 
soils are a real headache, these plants 
may be grown in tailor-made soil mixes. 
By watering twice a year with a 26 per 
cent calcium polysulphide solution the 
alkalinity problem is easily licked. Sur- 
prisingly, plants can be grown in the 
same containers for several years if in- 
telligent and regular applications of 
fertilizer are made. Container-grown 
plants seem to respond best to applica- 
tions of liquid fish fertilizer or to soluble 
chemical plant foods. Redwood contain- 
ers in various sizes and shapes are avail- 
able inexpensively at all nurseries. 


Tree Roses 


Speaking of roses, the way to get more 
service out of a small patch of ground 
is to grow a few tree roses. Obviously, 
they use little soil area, so it is possible 
to plant low groundcovers or bulbs under 
them. Many Northwestern gardeners are 
even using them in perennial borders 
because of their continuous show of color 
through the summer and: fall months. 
Available in many varieties and colors, 
tree roses are often seen lining a front 
walk with colorful petunias or other sum- 
mer bedders beneath them. 


Azaleas and Camellias 


March is the best time to select the 
right azaleas and camellias for they are 
in full color. Some of the newer azaleas 
extend the season of bloom into late 
May and early June. The Macrantha and 
Chugai hybrids are especially valuable. 
In California, mainly, it is possible to 
buy improved, patented azaleas known 
as the Brooks hybrids, which come in a 
wide range of colors. They are superior 
to the older species. 

The success of any azalea and camellia 
garden depends on: 1. The right site 
—part shade is ideal. 2. The right soil— 


one that drains well, is acid in reaction | 
and has plenty of Canadian peatmoss | 


worked into it. 3. The right amount of 
water—regular irrigations through late 
spring and the dry summer months are 
especially important. 4. The right food 
—an acid plant food is best; the dry 
type of fish fertilizer with a 7-9-5 formula 
works beautifully. 


Bare Roots 


No matter how busy the March sched- 
ule is, a visit to the nursery to select 
bare-root shrubs and trees should be 
fitted in as early as possible. They can 
be heeled in somewhere on the property 
until time to plant. Be sure to make the 
planting hole wide and deep, with good 
topsoil in the bottom. Bare-root planting 
should be finished in California and the 
Southwest during the first week of 
March; those in the Northwest have an 
additional couple of weeks’ grace.©

bonemeal into the bed. During the grow- 
ing season, an occasional feeding with 
a balanced fertilizer (not one high in | 
nitrogen) is beneficial. The bulbs don’t 
even have to be dug and winter-stored, 
for normal Gulf winters with few freezes 
seldom cause damage. Principal pest of 
the amaryllis is the grasshopper. but an | 
occasional spraying with chlordane or 
DDT makes the plant totally unpalatable 
to this feeder. 

Another strong point of amaryllis: the 
bulbs propagate themselves by natural 
division, and the flowers pollinate readily, 
producing large amounts of seed. And 
though it takes three years to produce 
a blooming-size bulb from seed, amaryllis 
fanciers find an irresistible satisfaction 
in hand-pollinating plants and growing 
their hybrids from 
seed. 

Although there are many good methods 
of growing amaryllis from seed, perhaps 
the simplest is the following. Plant the 
seeds, as soon as they ripen in spring, 
in 6-inch bulb pans containing smoothly 
pressed sandy loam. Scatter them thickly 
enough so that they touch, and sift 14 
inch of sand over them.

EAUTIFUL gardens—from north to 
B south—are now open to visitors, 
and the ambitious gardener may capture 
many unique and worthwhile ideas by 
studying the landscape plans and color 
themes—the outdoor decor—in_ these 
show gardens. In Charleston, South 
Carolina, the Middleton and Magnolia 
gardens have attracted tourists for many 
years. The new Edisto Gardens at 
Orangeburg are both intriguing and beau- 
tiful. At Savannah the Isle of Hope 
Garden of Judge Solomons is open for 
tourists at all seasons. In Augusta, 
Georgia, are beautifully landscaped gar- 
dens that are truly famous. Morningside 
Lodge, now the home of Henry Garrett, 
the estates of Mrs. Carter Burdell and 
Mrs. Virginia White, and the Landon 
Thomas Gardens are among the finest. 


AZALEAS are the glory of our South- 
ern gardens during winter and early 
spring, and, by using the different types, 
it is possible to extend the flowering sea- 
son over several weeks. The low type, 
Kurume, with a wide color range, is very 
hardy and grows in the open as far north 
as Virginia. Snows, a pure white va- 
riety, blooms early, followed within a few 
days by the soft pink blooms of Coral 
Bells and the deeper rose of Salmon and 
Salmon Queen. Next comes Christmas 
Cheer, flowering with brilliant tones in 
mid-season. Hinodegiri is superb for 
the early spring garden. Later to flower 
are the Kaempferi hybrids in tones of 
white, rose and salmon, as well as deeper 
shades. The native Indian azaleas are 
the last to bloom, and their late flower- 
ing gives weeks of color and joy to the 
gardener. Other fine varieties: Pride of 
Summerville, a tall grower; Rosy Pur- 
purea, a wide, low-growing plant; 
Model de Mare, another fine Indica; and 
white Alba and Flag of Truce. 


CAMELLIAS furnish blooms for my 
own rooms and for friends all about me 
from October until late April, and the 
greatest joy is in the sharing. De- 
butante blooms from October to Febru- 
ary, Hermes from November to March. 
Both the pink and white are lovely and 
their delicate blooms are truly appre- 
ciated in December. Enrico Bettoni 
comes on a little later, followed by Pink 
Perfection. The season ends in late

been formed to raise $75,000 to buy the 
Woods, provide a maintenance fund and 
place it under the guardianship of Rut- 
gers University. 

Its aims are well summarized by Dr. 
Murray F. Buell of the Rutgers Depart- 
ment of Botany: “Mettler’s Woods is 
unique. It is of vital importance to both 
teaching and research in natural vegeta- 
tion and wildlife population of this 
region. It is a vital reference point fo: 
all this work. 

“The Woods has been serving as an 
invaluable outdoor laboratory for courses 
in the natural sciences, particularly those 
which are the fundamentals of conserva- 
tion. Conservation can be taught in 
various ways, but here it teaches itself. 
Its lesson is clearly laid out. 

“We owe to future generations the 
preservation of this excellent and val- 
uable natural area. It can never be re- 
placed.” 

Several trips to Mettler’s Woods, and 
extensive interviews with Dr. Buell pro- 
vided the following information. 

In the Woods there are two distinct 
tree layers. The dominant one consists 
of well-spaced oaks (white, red, black 
and pin) and hickories, about 75 feet 
high, which grew under forest conditions. 
To get the sun’s rays they had to reach 
high, and they did. Their trunks soar 
straight and limbless for more than 50 
feet; then branches spring wide to form 
a leafy cover and diffused shade. 

Underneath it is flowering dogwood 
about 30 feet high. The dogwood foliage 
further cuts down the weak light, so that 
only a few kinds of deep shade plants 
can survive. Of these, most prominent 
is a layer of maple-leaved viburnum. a 
shrub which grows about four feet high. 

It is easy to walk through this growth, 
and one could ride a horse in Mettler’s 
Woods without much trouble. 

Woodland herbs are abundant. par- 
ticularly the spring beauty and the may 
apple. 

Underfoot is a springy carpet of dead 
leaves and twigs, which prevents the 
growth of mosses. The spongy, water- 
1etentive virgin topsoil is up to three feet 
deep. By way of contrast, in the sur- 
rounding cultivated fields the land has 
slowly lost the best of its soil through 
erosion, and now the ground is surfaced 
with red shale fragments which are 
turned over by the plow and mixed in 
with what little topsoil is left. 

Old records indicate that Mettler’s 
Woods today is almost as it was 250 years 
ago. Since it has not had any major dis- 
turbance for a long, indefinite period, 
yet has not changed by itself, botanists 
consider that it is a “climax” forest com- 
munity. That is, it is essentially in 
equilibrium with its environment. It is 
able to perpetuate itself, and no other 
type of forest community is able to in- 
vade or displace it. This is so rare in 
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Aged oaks and hickories stand sentinel 
over the young. These dogwoods, maple- 
leaved viburnum shrubs and rare fungi 
and herbs provide a “nature laboratory.”

If the regional climate does not 
change, and if the forest is free from 
natural and man-made disasters. Met- 
tler’s Woods should continue much as it 
is for centuries. But if it is cut down this 
year, this priceless botanical specimen 
can never be replaced. 

Scattered about the forest are the 
fallen giants—ancient trees that toppled 
in storms or just died. For ages such 
logs have been allowed to lie and decay. 
returning to the ground—from which 


they grew—all the minerals and other | 
plant parts. Mushrooms, puffballs and | 


other decay fungi abound. 
Until 1950 the owners did not touch 
the fallen trees. However, after the dis- 


astrous November 1950 hurricane had | 
cut a path through part of the forest, | 


the present owner undertook to salvage 
some of the felled trees and they were 
dragged out, leaving the enormous 
stumps behind. This was the first hint 
that the condition of the Woods was to 
be changed. Then, in 1952, Rutgers ob- 
servers noticed that all the finest trees 
had been marked and measured fer cut- 
ting.

Grafting

fruits,” including pears, pomegranates, 


quinces, the colorful mountain ash and 
a myriad of ornamental apples and flow- 
ering crabs, may each %e allotted their 
limb of the miracle tree. One of the 
easiest of all trees to graft. the apple 
takes on new mentbers readily from the 
first frost in the fall until blossoms appear 
in the spring. 

In the same way, an endless array 
of fruits and flowers may be grown on 
a stone fruit tree. A plum, even the 
wild plum, makes an excellent frame 
onto which ornamental and fruiting 
varieties of plums and peaches, and (with 
varying results) nectarines. almonds. 
apricots and cherries may be grafted. 
European plums make the most versatile 
frames. Japanese varieties, however, 
graft best with peach varieties. including 
ornamental flowering peaches. Stone- 
fruit trees should be grafted early while 
they are thoroughly dormant. 

The technique is called stub-grafting, 
and it is very simple. As the name 
implies. the stub-graft is placed at the 
foot, or stub, of lateral branches. Usually 
it is not even necessary to use tying 
materials because the pressure of the 
branch holds’ the graftwood firmly in 
place. 

In all grafting the trick is to get 
some ‘bark edge to bark edge, and to 
seal the wounded areas air-tight with 
some kind of grafting compound. Inex- 
pensive grafting kits are now available 
with bottled grafting paste which can 
be applied without heating and without 
muss. 

For the project, select a tree -with side 
branches, possibly the backyard apple 
tree. A pocket knife, if it is really sharp, 
is the only needed tool. Then gather 
pencil-size branches from your favorite 
varieties (flowering, fruiting, red, yellow, 
green, early late). 

Make a slashing cut halfway through 
the stub of a branch on the frame tree, 
near the main stem and slanting toward 
it. Into this cut will go the graftwood 
(one of the pencil-size branches). Shape 
the foot of the graftwood to a double- 
surfaced wedge about one-half inch 
or so in length. If the stub branch 
is bent back far enough, the slashlike 
cut will be opened enough to allow the 
wedged end of the graftwood to be put 
in place. Be sure one bark is edge-to- 
edge with the other on one side of the 
graftwood. When the lateral branch is 
released it should. hold the graftwood 
firmly in place. Cover the wounded area 
with grafting paste, being sure to leave 
no air holes to the wounded area. Also. 
touch the wounded tip of the graftwood 
and any other cuts or injuries with graft- 
ing paste to stop evaporation and pre- 
vent drying out. 

Repeat this process until as many va- 
rieties as you wish are added. Once you

get the feel of grafting, it will take less 
than a minute to complete a stub-graft. 

When the grafted branch starts growth 
later this spring, the lateral branch 
should be severed and other branches 
trimmed to give the newly grafted branch 
ample room to develop. The pay-off 
comes quickly. Stub-grafts on bearing- 
size trees frequently produce fruit the 
second year after they are grafted. 
Altheas and other ornamentals often 
bloom in the summer after they are 
grafted in early spring. 

Another worthwhile device is to graft 
tomatoes on jimson-weed to defeat the 
fusarium wilt. This must wait until 
summer. Lacking jimson-weed, use white 
angel trumpet (Datura meteloides) or 
any other datura, or Irish potato. 

A pencil-size tomato top is sliced off 
with an inch-long diagonal cut. and the 
Datura of similar size topped in the 
same way. Tomato top and Datura bot- 
tom are fitted together and held firmly 
with spring-type clothespin or string. 
The grafted plant should be kept damp 
and shaded until the union knits— 
usually in three to five days. Leave the 
clothespin on for about two weeks. It 
works, without a magic spell. Try it.¢

Soils free from frost can be conditioned 
tor planting. All manner of plants can 
be set out, too. If the soil is wet, how- 
ever, there’s no use trying to work it. For 
when it dries afterwards, it will harden 
like cement. Farmers have an old trick 
-—and a good one—of plowing foot-deep 
ditches through fields to carry off surface 
water and dry the soil out faster. If you 
have a level, poorly drained area, you 
might try this. 


The Coldframe 


In spring, the coldframe is a valuable 
piece of equipment. No matter how 
much space you have, it’s never enough! 
Since heat and light are the two main 
success factors in coldframe gardening, 
be sure your frame faces south and has 
at least a 6-inch slope so that the glass 
will catch most of the sun. The frame 
will get even more sun if the slope is 
steeper. It’s important, too, to locate 
your frame on a well-drained site, out 
of danger of flooding. 

Seeds can be sown in flats or directly 
in the soil in the frame. In the latter 
case, use a grainy porous soil mixture. 

Seeds of most early vegetables, onions, 
lettuce, cabbage, broccoli and _ cauli- 
flower, can be started in the coldframe 
now in most sections of the North. These

cuttings of geraniums, impatiens, agera- 
tum and other bedding plants. 

Towards the end of March, seeds of 
the more tender vegetables can be sown, 
as well as seeds of tomatoes, eggplant 
and peppers. 

Outdoor Sowing 

From the middle.to the end of March, 
early vegetables such as garden peas, 
onions, radishes, beets, carrots and let- 
tuce can be sown outdoors. Peas espe- 
cially must be sown early, before warm 
weather arrives. Good varieties are 
Early Bird, Alaska and Gradus. Main- 
crop peas are sown a week or so later. 
They include the tall-growing varieties 
Telephone and Admiral Beatty. Good 
onion varieties are Sweet Spanish, Red 
Weathersfield and White Portugal; let- 
tuce, May King, which is very early, and 
Great Lakes, which follows. 

The hardy annuals, larkspur, poppy, 
bachelor’s-button and coreopsis, can now 
be sown outdoors. Later freezing of the 
soil will do no harm. Broadcast the seed 
and lightly cover with screened soil. 
Spring Pruning of Shrubs 

Hedges which are regularly sheared 
each summer usually get wider and 
higher each year. There is no better 
time than now to get them back to man- 
egeable proportions. Cut them off both 
at the top and sides. 

Unlike privet, barberry hedges are not 
permanent if continually sheared. Closely 
related to evergreens, barberry does not 
produce vigorous new shoot growth after 
pruning. Therefore, when a_barberry 
hedge is subjected to constant shearing, 
it becomes thin, the base bare. Not 
much can be done for old hedges which 
have become thin—they rarely respond 
to drastic cutting back—but young 
barberry hedges can be managed for a 
long life. Instead of shearing them in 
summer, prune in spring, simply reduc- 
ing the longer branches if these are too 
wide. Then leave well enough alone 
until the following year. 

You can cut privet back as much as 
you like, even to the ground. The latter 
is often the best way to renew an old 
privet hedge. 

Overgrown shrubs and _ top-heavy 
lilacs should be pruned now, for spring 
pruning stimulates maximum growth. 

Pruning of broad-leaved evergreens, 
however, is not quite such a simple mat- 
ter. In the case of rhododendron, moun- 
tain laurel and Japanese andromeda, 
which are the most unpredictable of all 
in their pruning response, woody old 
stems which are cut back usually dail to 
sprout as do lilacs and other deciduous 
shrubs. This is due to a difference in 
tissue structure. Therefore, when Rho- 
dodendron maximum, the hybrids or 
andromeda is to be pruned, the cuts 
should be confined to stems no older 
than three to four years. The old stems 
should simply be cut off at the base.¢

trimmer. It’s operated from a standing 
position and rolls on two rubber wheels.

Speaking of edging and trimming, 
Keelor Steel has come up with an idea 
supposed to end all trimming and edg- 
ing. They put out the No-See Grass 
Barrier. These are strips of corrugated 
steel which you push into the ground to 
prevent grass from spreading into flower 
and shrub borders.

“when I go to 
WILLIAMSBURG ” 


One gardener’s account of what 


there is to see. and hear. and do 


at the Garden Symposium 


Last spring I made my first visit to Colonial Williamsburg, at Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia for the Garden Symposium and I can’t wait for March 2nd to roll around when 
Ill be back there for this year’s Symposium. (That is the second session: March 2-6. 
The first session is February 23-27.) Anyone who loves gardening is in seventh heaven 
at one of these Symposiums. for everyone there is just as interested in gardening as 
you are, and of course you get to know people very quickly. You ask a question about 
delphiniums at one of the discussion teas and someone will come to you as the meeting 
breaks up to ask you more about your experience with delphiniums. You'll meet all 
kinds of gardeners from all sections of the country. Some I met were very experienced. 
well-informed gardeners, and some, like myself, are just learning the thrill of trans- 
forming a small back yard into something resembling a garden. 

To describe exactly what happens at a Symposium, I'll tell you about my visit last 
year. I arrived at twilight, and with the lights just coming on in all the 18th century 
homes and public buildings, Williamsburg was completely charming. You know, I’m 
sure. how fascinating Colonial Williamsburg is: The Governor’s Palace: the Capitol. 
where Patrick Henry spoke; Raleigh Tavern, the meeting place of so many of the 
revolutionary leaders; Bruton Pa-ish Church and many private homes restored so that 
they are exactly as they were in the 18th century. You'll see beautiful Chippendale, 
damasks, china and pewter used just as they were in Colonial days. 

The next morning at 10 o'clock we went to the Reception Center, and. after being 
welcomed by representatives of Colonial Williamsburg and FLoweR Grower, heard a 
lecture and saw slides on “Gardens of England and the United States” by T. H. Everett 
of the New York Botanical Garden. Several of us had luncheon together at the Wil- 
liamsburg ‘Inn which is beautiful, and then at 2 o'clock started on a tour of some of 
the restored gardens. The Wythe House garden on the opposite page is one of the 
more formal of these gardens. Some of them are small and quaint. but in all of them. 
the trees and shrubs and flowers are those which were in the gardens of Williamsburg 
in the 18th century. There is a great deal of boxwood—and it’s beautiful—and peri- 
winkle was in bloom everywhere—along the walks on the main street, in solid beds 
in the gardens. Shadblow. redbud and Japanese cherries were in bloom, and we 
noticed so many crape myrtles which provide Williamsburg with color during the sum- 
mer months. We were taken through the gardens by a resident of Williamsburg who 
could identify each plant for us and who could also tell us what the outbuildings in 
back of the main house were: the necessary house, the kitchen (usually separate from 
the main house), and in one garden a small building where we saw a wheel for dipping 
candles. 


After visiting ten gardens (we toured the others two days later), we went back to 
the Inn for a discussion tea. These are perhaps the most fun of all for [SEE pace 116] 
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The sculptured beauty and 
rich clear yellow of Golden 
Diana, a 1953 release, make it a 
competitor to be reckoned with. 
Its charm is enhanced by the 
many open florets (which are 
delightfully ruffled) and numer- 


ous golden buds showing color.

to have captured the dawn-fresh 
beauty of the Pacific Northwest, 
whence it came. As may be ex- 
pected, this exhibitor’s gem 
ranks its color class. Eight to ten 
open florets are carried on the 


long, sturdy, 22-bud flowerhead. 


A Rising straight as an arrow, 
“E tall. bright scarlet-colored 
Red Tape is a standout in any 
planting not only because of its 
vibrant coloring but also because 
of its perfectly placed florets. 
The latter are 54 inches across. 
while the husky plant attains a 
height of some 46 to 48 inches. 


Ruffled white florets illumi- 

nated by a violet spot make 
Sparkling Eyes a glad with a de- 
lightful difference. This aptly 
named 1953 offering from Brit- 
ish Columbia requires only min- 
imum culture to produce its 24 


buds and eight open florets. 


An unusually harmonious 

and appealing blend of warm 
pastels, Pink Harmony is well 
named indeed. Florets are bas- 
ically a shell pink, while the 
throats are touched with laven- 
der and lower petals boast cream 
lips. An early bloomer, this glad 
has made a strong impression 
despite scores of good pinks.

Myth 
Flower Grower’s guide to 


the best new and recently 


introduced large varieties 


by H. M. SHERMAN, JR. (N.Y.) 


In the ten years that I’ve been testing and appraising new gladiolus, it has 
become increasingly clear to me that it is most unwise to sing the praises of 
recent introductions too quickly. Time has a way of disclosing faults that 
not even the hybridizer could uncover. On the other hand, clinging to old 
varieties exclusively is to deny one’s self the joy of growing something 
excitingly different. This desire to find something more beautiful is why each 
spring I eagerly plant the seedlings of many well-known hybridizers of North 
America. The evaluation of them is not an easy task, often requiring several 
seasons. Nor can it ever be considered an exact science. for growing conditions 
will always largely control the end result. Notwithstanding last summer’s 
drought. the new gladiolus—to be offered in the 1954 catalogues—performed 
well and should hold their own in any competition. 

The varieties described herein represent but 18 per cent of the seedlings 
sent me for trial, and were grown against the background of hundreds of older 
varieties. 

All in all. the fine results of these trials—as well as what I observed at the 
eight major gladiolus shows which I attended as exhibitor or judge. including 
the Eastern International and Central International—convinced me that the 
hybridizers have made marked strides in giving us clearer color, better grow- 
ing habits, better floret placement and stronger petal texture. 


White and Cream Varieties 


The never-ending endeavor to create a whiter gladiolus than any yet pro- 
duced is not made easier by the existence of such proven varieties as Mother 
Fischer. Florence Nightingale. Sierra Snow and White Goddess. However. a 
new variety that should take its place on this list is SNowprirr from 
Noweta Gardens in Minnesota. In my garden for two years under seedling 
number 269, it has proved a consistent performer. Florets are velvety and 
highly ruffled, with eight open ones usually carried on the 22-bud flowerheads. 

Color classification 01 (white with conspicuous marking) includes such 
excellent names as Crusader, which has brought me many awards the past 
two years, as well as Skippy. White Tower, Barrett’s Beauty and the older 
Margaret Beaton. A top-notch introduction in this class is SPARKLING Eyes, 
a Milton Jack origination from British Columbia. The ruffled florets are white 
with violet blotch and of good texture. Given only minimum culture, this glad 
produces flowerheads carrying 24 buds and eight open florets. It was admired 
by all who saw it in my garden. 


Wuirte Saits (Maine). from the Arenius gardens in Longmeadow. Massa- 
chusetts. boasts a seedling score of 93 and a 1952 Home Achievement Award. 
Pure white with violet spears on bottom petals, the highly ruffled, firm-tex- 
tured florets inherit the good qualities of the parents. Connecti- [Sree pace 100]

As a result of our work as garden consultants and in 
lecturing and answering questions. we have come to the 
conclusion that there are three distinct types of amateur 
gardeners.

primarily no gardener at all; he’s more interested in

is interested in his or her garden as a

borders give the whole brightness, gaiety and an esthetic 
lift—just as do the pictures. paintings or etchings on the 
walls of rooms in a house. 

The hobbyist. on the contrary. is at heart a collector. 
Start him with a half dozen dahlias, daylilies or chrys- 
anthemums, and you'll soon find him with half a hundred. 
and combing the catalogs of the specialists for more. Give 
him a few years and he'll be selling his place and looking 
for a larger one with more room to grow ever-increasing 
numbers of his favorite plant 

The flower lover has a passion for growing all kinds 
of flowers with little care for either their arrangement as 
component parts of a complete picture or for their rela 
tion to each other. To obtain any new plant seen is a 
“must” and a challenge to this possessor of the green 
thumb, the flower lover. 

Of course these categories are not mutually exclusive 
The hobbyist may find time for horticultural interests other 
than his specialty, just as the flower lover may have a

sense of design. The designer may have a secret passion 
for azaleas or lilies or chrysanthemums, though—if he is 
a good designer—he does not let any one plant or group 
of plants over-dominate his landscape. The point of im- 
portance to the beginner is that he himself, from tempera- 
ment or background, is likely to fit into one or another of 
these groups, and the sooner he realizes this fact and plans 
his program accordingly the sooner and greater will be 
his success. 

It may take you some time, and a bit of experimenting 
before you can make up your mind as to just which type of 
gardening gives you the greatest pleasure. Once you have 
decided, the next logical step is to map out, even roughly 
at first. some sort of a long-term program. The goal of 
neither the designer nor the hobbyist nor the flower lover 
is to be attained in a day or a year. Any gardening pursuit 
is a long-term, if not a life-time proposition, and the goal 
itself will be one of constantly shifting perspectives. 
Therein, in fact, lies much of its fascination and its chal- 
lenge; but gardeners fortunately are of a temperament 
that makes them preserve their passion to the last twilight 
of their years. 

If you are to be a designer, and the landscaping of your 
grounds is to be your chief interest. then from the start you

your very first realizations must be that many of the effects 
you hope to weave into your picture will take years to

achieve. especially if you are working with a limited 
budget. You cannot go far before working out a fairly 


definite plan. The details may be changed as you go 


along, but the main features must be established early.

Once this is done, you will find it a matter of practical 
expediency—especially from the money point of view—to 
purchase much of your plant material (evergreens, trees, 
shrubs and the like) in small sizes, and grow them on in 
a little nursery of your own for two to a half dozen years 
before they are placed in their permanent positions. But 
all of the time your ultimate composition will be taking 
shape, like a statue under the skilled fingers of a sculptor. 
and with each passing season will bring you ever-increasing 
pleasure. 

The hobbyist can get results much more quickly if he 
wants to and can afford it. The collection of his favorite 
plants, in the course of a few years, may be built up to any 
size that his grounds, his enthusiasm, and his bank account 
More often, though, he starts with a few 
varieties of some plant which, for unfathomable reasons. 


will allow. 


possesses an irresistible appeal, and almost before he real- 
izes it, finds himself hopelessly entangled in a love affair 
from which he cannot extricate himself. He may be satis 
fied to be only a collector, with pride and joy in growing his 
favorite flower more successfully than anyone else; but 
there’s a good chance that he will not rest content until he 
has tried his hand at creating varieties or hybrids of his 
own. 

The flower lover is, in a way. more fortunate than 
either the designer or the hobbyist. He—or perhaps we 
should say she, for more women than men fall into this 
group—need have no long-range program, nor wait for 
years for satisfying results. Flowers for their own sweet 
sake. in abundance and in variety, are the objectives

Rose enthusiasts are increasing astonishingly in numbers and 
knowledge. Both beginners and experienced gardeners are using 
the hybrid teas and floribundas to decorate their grounds. Where 
and how to place them for full effectiveness combined with suc- 
cessful culture is a problem that always calls for study. often 
for ingenuity as well. 

Culturally. roses thrive only in sun and good soil. without too 
strenuous competition trom more rampant neighbors. Design-wise 
they are rarely showy as single plants. but need to be used 
groups of three to six of a kind, at least. Companion plants shoul 
be chosen that will not overpower the roses in profusion or colo 
at the height of their bloom. 

The most attractive setting for roses alene is probably the 
pattern garden. Roses are best grown in narrow beds so that thev 


can be reached from all sides for pruning and spraying. and for 
flower removal. This necessity means that a small garden that 


takes up little space will hold quite a number of roses. 





If there is room for only one flower garden on the place. how- 
ever. most people are reluctant to grow only roses. The various 
beds of a pattern garden might be apportioned according to indi- 
vidual enthusiasms. One center bed or two narrow side beds could 
hold hybrid teas in the middle with low-growing floribundas for 
an edge. the wider beds in the design being reserved for perennials 
or bulbs and annuals, or all three. Such a garden has one great 
advantage: when roses are having their quiet spells in spring 
and midsummer, other flowers carry the color theme. 

Where the over-all design of the property does not allow for a 
pattern garden, roses combine well with perennials in a long 
border. They need special locations. however: otherwise. fast- 
growing perennials crowd out the roses. In a border six to seven 
feet wide. groups of three to five tall floribundas or hybrid teas 


would serve as accents at the rear. Spring-blooming perennials ot

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A backing of shrubs, either in the form of a 


clipped hedge or more flexible shrub border. 


sets off massed groups of tall floribundas. 
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Two or three plants of floribundas like Chatter 
and Summer Snow are competent to keep a sunny 


corner near a home in a gala mood all summer. 


Co-residents in the border, both floribundas and 
perennials thrive as long as roses are somewhat 


pampered and allowed their seasons of supremacy. 





those with shallow roots such as aquilegia, pyrethrum, 
flax and bell-flower are good companions for roses. 
Rampant-growing plants give them too hard a time; the 
more the roses are fed the huskier their competitors be- 
come. In a narrow flower border, the low-growing flori- 
bundas may be used at intervals along the front or in 
special groups at either end. Their perennial neighbors 
should permit the roses to be the main show at their own 
period of bloom, with those at the rear providing a back- 
drop of good foliage. 

A delightful spot for a few roses is a sunny corner 
formed by two wings of the house, near a doorway or under 
a window. Here the roses should be chosen for fragrance 
and for the perfect form of bud and full blown rose. The 
varieties should be as immune as possible to mildew and 
blackspot so that the disfiguration of spraying or of dis- 
ease is not a constant blemish. Adding a plant or two of 
lavender and a border of sweet alyssum or petunias 
achieves an outdoor potpourri of blended fragrance. 

Around the cottage type of house floribundas of uniform 
growth and good foliage form a most attractive founda- 
tion planting. One variety is enough—usually a floriferous 
kind of strong color like Fashion. Geranium Red or Orange 
Ruffles. The Aachens are also handsome where lower 
height and paler colors fit. Another congenial locale for 
these roses is around the border of a vegetable or flower 
garden. The taller-growing floribundas used as a hedge 


or trained along a wire fence outline the property strikingly. 

If roses will not fit into the flower garden or near the 
house, groups might be set in among the shrubs. The very 
rampant old Frau Karl Druschki is an effective mass of 
white. Clumps of the Priors, Lafter and other tali flori- 
bundas will settle into bays of a shrub border. The com- 
petition of shrub roots and shade is too much for most 
roses and precautions need to be taken against their en- 
croachment. A barrier of wood, concrete or metal two 
feet deep behind the roses will help considerably. 

There is a smaller, but no less enthusiastic, group of 
rose lovers who grow their favorite kinds for a different 


type of decoration. The fervent rosarian wants cultural 


conditions as close to the ideal as possible, since he is 
primarily concerned with perfection of plant and specimen 
bloom. and with testing new varieties. His roses should 
not be in too conspicuous a spot, for experimenting means 
failures as wel! as successes, and little regard for color 
effects. 

Another group thinks that roses are meant for indoor 
arrangement. and is interested mainly in long-stemmed 
specimens, or varieties especially bred for cut flowers in 
habit. form, color or fragrance. Such rose beds belong 
out-of-sight, too, where plants can be spaced on wide 
centers than in decorative beds. and where their bareness 
after an orgy of cutting for house, church or flower show 
is not too manifest.¢

for Tops in Table Quality

If you are “growing your own,” select your vegetables 
primarily on the basis of table quality. Of course there 
are other factors to be considered such as good yield. 
earliness, and resistance to insects and diseases. But 
most home gardeners grow vegetables in order to get 
better ones than they can buy. Usually they can save 
some money, also, thus making the venture doubly 
attractive. 

The commercial grower’s reasons for selecting his 
varieties are quite different. he being chiefly concerned 
with eye appeal, shipping quality, and big yields. It is 
to his advantage to have a crop mature all at one time, 
or as nearly so as possible. For the home gardener, 
however, a short crop season of an all-ready-at-once 
variety is a drawback rather than an advantage. 

Earliness. too, is very important to the commercial 
grower. The market price of a crop such as tomatoes 
or sweet corn may fall as much as 50 per cent in a few 
days. As a rule, extra-early varieties are of inferior table 
quality. Moreover, the earliest varieties of vegetables 
which ordinarily yield, or remain in good condition over 
a fairly long period—such as tomatoes. peas, cucumbers, 
squash, lettuce and cabbage—“go by” much more 
quickly than the main crop sorts. In planting these, 
the home gardener sacrifices much more than he gains. 


4 word as to “novelties’”—varieties of current or very 
recent introduction! The seed business being what it 
is, the catalogue makers each year feature wondrous in- 
troductions. in almost every case claimed to be better

than any existing variety. A few of these wonder vege- 
tables stick and in the course of time become standard 
varieties; most of them soon drop out. By all means 
try some of the novelties, especially those which have 
won an award by the All-America Selections Committee 

an organization which annually conducts nation-wide 
tests of new vegetables and flowers before they are in- 
troduced. But do not give up a satisfactory old variety 
until you have grown the supposedly superior one along- 
side it. 

The vegetable varieties recommended in the follow- 
ing list are not claimed as necessarily the best but are 
the ones which, as a result of many years of trial and 
error in our own garden and observation in other sec- 
tions, my wife and I grow. They make a good sound 
list for the beginner to consider as he checks through 
his catalogues. 


ASPARAGUS. Mary WasuHincTon, rust resistant, tops 


the list. The different strains vary but slightly. 


BUSH BEANS. Of the several comparatively new bush 
beans. we still like TENDERGREEN best. Topcrop, a few 
days earlier, is also excellent. If you like yellow-podded 
beans, try Surecrop ‘Wax (GoLDEN BountTiFUL). 


LIMA BEANS are of two distinct types: large-seeded 
and small-seeded or “baby.” Of the former, ForpHooK 
242 is the standard. Of the latter, a new U.S.D.4. va- 
riety, PEERLESS, seems to justify the name. 
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Purple Head Broccoli 


POLE BEANS include both “snaps” and limas. Of 
the former, KENtucKy Wonper (O_p Homesteap) has 
remained unchallenged for more than half a century. 
The new Burret GoLpen, with wide, flat pods instead 
of round ones, we grew for the first time last year. and 
consider it the most delicious of all pole beans. Pole 
limas. like bush limas. are large and small seeded. Of 
the former. we like best Bic-6 and IpEAL: SiIEvA ot 
Butrer Brean, largely grown in the south, is the standard 
small-seeded variety. 


BEET. Except for trials of new varieties, we grow only 
Lurz Green Lear (LonG Season; WINTER KEEPER). 
which is delicious at any stage from thumb-nail size to 
full grown. Two sowings. one in early spring and an- 
other in June, will ‘provide sweet, tender-fleshed beets 
all summer, fall and through the winter. The young 
foliage makes especially delicious beet greens. 


BROCCOLI, more easily grown than cabbage. an ex- 
cellent crop for freezing. and yielding several cuttings. 
is one of the indispensables. GREEN Mountain, early 
WALTHAM 29, are more uniform than CALABRESE. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS. Carsxiit is more compact and 


earlier than the standard Lone IsLaAnp IMPROVED. 


CABBAGE. For earliness and table quality we. still 
like old Earty Jersey WAKEFIELD, but with many gar- 
deners. GoLDEN ACRE is a favorite. For the home gar- 
dener the new Bonanza is really that. for it forms com- 
pact small heads that will stand without splitting for 
weeks. (In sections where the yellows disease is preva- 
lent. plant only disease-resistant kinds. ) 


CABBAGE, CHINESE (or CHINESE CELERY) 


makes long, loose cabbage-like heads but it is not true 
cabbage. MuicuIHti is the preferred variety. 


CAULIFLOWER. Earty Puree Heap is much more 


easily grown than the white sorts. and is of excellent

flavor. SNOWBALL and Earty SNowsBaLL—of which 
there are as many improved strains as there are seeds- 
men—are the standard varieties. 


CARROTS. The kind to grow depends largely on your 
soil. A short-rooted variety. such as Nantes Hatt 
Lonc, is best for shallow or stony soils; TENDERSWEET, 


tor deep. open soils. 


CELERY. Our favorite variety here at Grayrock is still 
the nutty. thick-stalked Emperor (ForpHook). UtTan 
and CorNeELL 19 (or the new Cornet 619) are better 
known. 


CORN. Sweet corns, like field corns. vary greatly 
their adaptability to different sections; hence there 
wide divergence in their standing in various parts 
the country. GoLDEN Cross BANTAM (85 to 90 days) is 
the most universally liked. NortruH Star is an excellent 
extra-early—about 70 days. Marcross is a few days 
later. For a main crop I like LincoLtn—about a week 
later. GoLpEN Mupncet is well worth growing in_ the 
very small garden. 


CUCUMBERS. Disease-resistance. resulting in a long 


season yield, is important for the home gardener. BuRPEt 
Hysrip and the similar SENSATION Hysrip lead in this re 
spect. CHrNA is an ideal variety for growing against a 
trellis or fence. 


EGGPLANT. For short-season climates, the hybrid 
varieties. BLAcK Macic and Burper, are better than the 
standard BLack BEAUTY.

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Grow Your Own 
fresh Fruits 


by P. J. MeKENNA 


While few of us have the space, time or energy for 
planting an entire orchard, there is no reason why we 
cannot have the pleasure of growing at least some of out 
favorite fruits. 

All fruits have two basic requirements: full sun and 
well-drained soil. Sun is needed to develop fruit buds 
and to mature the fruit itself while a well-drained soil 
encourages root development. vigor and resistance to 
disease. In a soil which is waterlogged over a lengthy 
period. roots do not develop properly, with the result that 
the plants soon begin to suffer. Supplied with organic 
matter and fertilizer. even soils of poor fertility and texture 
will grow good fruits. If you want to plant tree fruits 
apples. pears. peaches, etc.—and know your soil needs 
improving. dig a generous hole for the plant and dis- 
card the old soil. In its place use a mixture of loam and 
peatmoss. or manure and compost. with a handful of 
5-10-5 fertilizer. Place several inches of this mixture in 
the bottom of the hole. packing the remainder among and 
around the roots of the tree when planting. The same 
mixture is dug into the soil for strawberries and bush fruits. 

You should select fruit varieties that have been de- 
veloped especially for your region, or which have been 
tested and recommended by your state agricultural experi 
ment stations. For instance. an apple variety that might 
do well in the East would fail in the West. Apples, cherries. 
and similar fruits are not generally recommended for 
very warm sections. while peaches are not recommended 
for such regions as Minnesota, the Dakotas and most of 
Montana and northern Wisconsin. Only the hardiest of 
fruits grow here. 

There are some 16 types of dwarf apples and only one 
or two really dwarf. 

In order to secure a crop with most fruit trees except 
perhaps sour cherries, peaches. nectarines, apricots. and 
quinces. it is necessary to plant more than one variety of 
each kind. This provides cross pollination of apples 
with apples and pears with pears, but sweet cherries will 
cross with sour cherries. 

Dwarf fruit trees are the logical choice for most of us. 
In addition to supplying luscious fruits, just as large and 
of the same quality as those on standard trees. they also 
have great landscape value. Plant them along a path o1 
drive. or in combination with other shrubs or small trees; 


arrange them in groups by themselves. Until recently. 
dwarf trees were confined to apples and pears. but now 
dwarf plum, peach. nectarine and cherry varieties are 
available. Of this group. apples give the most difficulty 
due to the fact that there are only a few really dwarf 
rootstocks. (The dwarfing effect comes from the type 
of root upon which a variety is grafted.) It is necessary 
in apples to specify not only the particular variety, but 
the root upon which it is grafted. The very dwarf tree is 
erafted on Malling No. IX which results in a tree some 
9 to 12 feet high. These trees are set 10 feet apart. Malling 
Nos. |. II. IV, and VII, are semidwarf. Growing to about 
20 feet. they need the same space. [SEE pace 108

Mr. and Mrs. Robert Baker of Cleveland, Ohio, are real 
gardening enthusiasts. One garden, they found, was not 
enough. They could not do without the shade-loving wild 
flowers of early spring, nor the sun-loving iris and peonies 
in May. roses in June and September, waterlilies in 
August, fresh vegetables all summer and fresh flowers all 
winter. So—they made a garden or so for most every 
season of the year. 

Calling on them one day in early June, my husband and 
I found the wild flower garden on the slope well past 
its glory, the roses on the terrace still in bud. and in the 
four square cutting beds by the drive small new plants of 
petunias and marigolds were just being set out. But just 
beyond, along the walk leading from the rose terrace to 
the greenhouse, the iris and peony border was in full 
bloom. The air was filled with the indescribable fragrance 
of iris, as light and pleasant as their lovely shades of blue, 
yellow and white, set off by the single pink-silk peonies.

Crossing over this flowery barrier, we entered Mr. 
Baker’s special domain, the most perfect vegetable garden 
we've ever beheld. Just looking at it made as hungry.

Peas (early 
and late varieties alternating) climbed well up their 
chicken-wire supports. Potatoes were starting to flower, 
but the beans as yet had put forth only the first two 
neatly spreading leaves beneath the tepees of slender 
bamboo poles. There were rows of glistening spinach, 
young corn, broccoli, peppers, cabbage. different types of 
lettuce already headed up and celery just set out in 
trenches. 

At one side, in rows normal to the vegetables. were 
strawberry beds. In front of them petunias had just been 
planted, while in back the daffodils were gone but pinks 
were coming out and delphinium would soon be bloom- 
ing.

For Leaves as Colorful as Hl

\ baker’s dozen of easy-to-grow, fancy-leaved caladiums 
planted together in the garden are as colorful as a bed 
of tulips. Moreover, the magnificent leaves (whose rich 
patterns in red, pink, green, yellow and white vary from 
the exotically bizarre to the delightfully dainty) continue 
their astonishing display throughout summer and fall. 

Caladiums are also particularly valuable in the garden 
because they thrive in light shade, where most other color- 
ful plants refuse to grow. What’s more, today the tubers 

re very moderately priced. 

Fancy-leaved caladiums grow naturally in Brazil, mainly 
along the rich, moist, forested banks of the ‘Amazon River. 
\nd to make them happy in our gardens, we must dupli- 
cate these conditions as much as possible, which isn’t at 
all difficult to do. 

The first requirement is a rich soil. Equal parts peat- 
moss, good garden loam and dairy manure make an ideal 
mixture. If you want “bloom” by May or early June, right 
now is the time to start the either in 
flats or boxes.

Late-Summer Stand-by

Hardy asters can fill your garden 


with bloom from summer to fall. 


Some varieties give two to three 


months of continuous bloom. 


Heights vary from six inches 


up to six feet—and even more! 


Plants are sturdy, undemanding 


and come up year after year. 


To beautify the garden from midsummer to mid-autumn. 
the perennial hardy asters, or Michaelmas daisies, com 
bine the valuable traits of sturdiness, easy maintenance 
and brilliant bloom. Their harmonious colors range from 
white through shades of pink, rose, lavender, violet and 
blue to red and purple. Some varieties blossom early. 
some in midsummer, others in October or later, to give a 
gay succession of flowers. A few blossom over a long 
period—two or three months, or even longer. 

There are varieties of asters only six to twelve inches 
high, while others tower six to eight feet, with many of 
intermediate size. Most of the low-growing varieties are 
wider than they are tall, some practically prostrate. Prob- 
ably no less than 250 varieties and species of perennial 
hardy asters are listed by nurserymen in America and 
Europe, about 200 in the United States alone. 

Where did they all come from? Botanists and other 
hunters of wild plants have found and reported perhaps 
450 species asters in North America and other parts of 
the world. A few of these wildlings are grown as garden

Just about this time every year. Chrysanthemum en- 
thusiasts all over the country start thinking seriously of 
their favorite flower. You'll hear them talking about the 
success, or failure, they had with time-pinching; which is 
the best bud, crown or terminal, to “take” on some early 
varieties; how well Mrs. Kidder (large yellow variety) 
did on the show table last fall, and which of the 1954 in- 
troductions they are going to order now for planting in a 
month or so.

Report on Small Tractors 
by NORMAN H. FOOTE 


You don’t have to be a farmer to own a tractor which 
will save both time and hard work. There are now small 
machines, ranging in price from $100 to $250, designed for 
the home gardener who wants .to cultivate patches rather 
than acres. 

Most of these small tractors operate at a slow walk. 
which still is much faster than doing the work by hand. 
This equipment is much better made than were the ma- 
chines of a few years back. although the eardener should 
still be wary of some now on the market.

SMALL TRACTORS, efficient and inexpen- 


sive, are available in various models. They lessen 


work and increase speed of soil preparation and 
garden cultivation. Most models have attachments. 


SYNTHETIC SOIL CONDITIONERS 


can be used to improve the texture of soil. Here 
the chemical is being mixed in excavated soil 
which will be replaced around roots of evergreen. 


In general, steels, through the use of alloys, have been 
greatly improved; aluminum is being used more; engines 
are much better built and out-perform models only a 
few years old; and V belts have been greatly strengthened 
so that with reasonable care they give excellent service. 
Bearings, oil seals, filters, and even the engine oils, have 
been much improved. Oils, to which the manufacturer 
has added a cleansing agent or other additive. have done 
much to improve engine performance over a long period. 
Attach- 
ments for small tractors are now more efficient. Even the 


(As always, it pays to use a high-quality oil.) 


prices of small tractors are lower in some models. 

There are two basic types of tractors suitable for most 
home gardeners. The first, but not necessarily the more 
important, is the rotary tiller or rotary chopper. 

Small rotary tillers break up the soil and incorporate 
humus and plant residues to a depth of about six inches. 
It may be necessary. with some of the very small ma- 
chines, to go over the same place again to get down to 
the desired depth. In ether words. till three or four inches 
deep the first time. and go down another two or three 
inches or more the next time over. It is possible to make 
the soil too fluffy and disturb its structure. but this is 
not apt to happen if only one or two workings are given. 
After preparation with a tiller the soil usually is ready to 
plant unless a little raking or settling is desired. 

One of the newest developments in this category of 
tools is a small tiller at the end of a three-foot aluminum 
handle. <A three-quarter-horsepower electric motor is 
built into the handle and operates a very small tiller for 
work around flower beds. borders. and other small places 
Other attachments useful around the home and garden 
can be used on the same handle. 

After the crop is up, rotary tillers can be set for very 
shallow cultivation between the rows. A few tillers use 
the same teeth for both operations. but some manufac- 
turers recommend different teeth for cultivating. In order 
to get through the rows when the crops have attained 
some size it may be necessary to have the rows spaced a 
little farther apart. This means cultivating twice in a row 
when plants are young. once close to one row and then 
close to the other. It is impossible for the tiller to straddle 
the row as with the garden tractor. 

The conventional small garden tractor of one and one- 
half to three horsepower has many attachments. most of 
which are easily interchanged. The very smallest models. 
selling at $100 or so, may have a moldboard plow that 
will turn a furrow about three inches deep and four 
or five inches wide. depending upon conditions. After

Resembling 
a Christmas tree ornament, this small 
red splashed with deep yellow boasts 
an amazing record of awards, and in my 
test garden has never failed to produce 
other than championship § spikes. 


Rese Varieties 


Seven outstanding introductions in 
this color class are Rosita, Teenager, 
Edgewood, Noweta Rose, Chamouny, 
Burma and Whistle Stop. The last is a 
1953 registration of brilliant rose purple. 


TRAVELER (Flad) came into its own 
this year. Its winnings at the Central 
International Exhibit in Chicago alone 
attest to this statement. One spike shipped 
by air from New York City to Chicago 
opened eight fresh florets 48 hours after 
cutting. A light rose pink glad with 
deeper throat and well placed florets, 
Traveler is most attractive. 

For a cerise rose. Marcery (Melk) 
should fill the commercial grower’s re- 
quirements. A distinctive blend of cerise 
rose with deeper rose throat. Margery 
produces spikes showing color in eight 
buds above six to eight open florets. 


CeLestiAL Rost (Melk). a sparkling 
light rose blending to white throat, was 
one of the ten best seedlings I grew. 
Spikes were uniform, each with 21 buds, 
and open florets seldom numbered less 
than eight. 

Giap Tipincs (Arenius), a 1952 in- 
troduction, is an outstanding variety. 
The plant is straight and sturdy, and 
the flowerheads present a ribbon of 
clear soft rose. The throat of each wide- 
open floret is marked very faintly with 
light scarlet.

Unlike the so-called China asters 
(Cailistephus chinessis), hardy asters 
are true perennials. They renew them- 
selves from year to year, and may be 
increased readily by cuttings and divi- 
sion. They are not bothered seriously 
by many pests, although the gardener 
needs to be on guard against a few 


Mildew affects some varieties, especially 


if they are planted too thickly in the 
bed, or in wrong locations. The most 


dwarf varieties may be planted as close 


as twelve inches apart, but larger asters 


need more elbow room, up to thirty-six 
inches for the tallest. Most of the better 
varieties appear quite resistant to mil- 
dew, but if such trouble comes a fungi- 
cide like dusting sulphur will help. 
Blister beetles and similar insects some- 
times attack the petals for food, but 
these can be destroyed easily with an 
insecticide or by hand picking.

BLUEBERRIES—These require an 
acid soil. Peatmoss, sawdust and leaf- 
mold are the safest materials to use to 
maintain acidity. Tall bush blueberries 
lave a more limited range than many 
fruits. The favorite regions for growing 
them successfully extend from northern 
Florida to southern Maine, west to 
southern Michigan and along the coast 
to Massachusetts. Some of the best va- 
rieties include WEyMouTH, JUNE, Casor, 
RaNcocas, and RUBEL. 

GRAPES—tThere are three distinct 
types: the bunch grape of Eastern re- 
gions, the muscadine of the South, and 
the European type grown in California 
and other Western states. Muscadine 
grapes require both male and female 
plants to insure a crop. The most im- 
portant sort is SCUPPERNONG. In really 
cold regions (northern New York and 
New England as well as Minnesota and 
the Dakotas) the hardiest varieties in- 
clude AtpHa, Beta, Dakota and 
JANESVILLE. In the regular grape regions 
there are many varieties. The varieties 
OnTARIO, PoRTLAND, and NIAGARA are 
white; Hipatco and RomMeEt are red; 
Concord, FreponiA and CAMPBELL are 
black. Varieties of the European type for 
California and other western states in- 
clude Brack HampBurc, ALEXANDRIA, 
Tokay, and Mission. 


STRAWBERRIES — There are two 


main kinds: regular and everbearing. | 


rhe latter bear intermittently through- 
out the summer. This type is not recom- 
mended for southern districts. 


DuNLAP, Premier, Dorsett, and Fatr- 
FAX are standard one-crop varieties for 
most northern regions. RocKHILL and 
MAstTopON are everbearing varieties. 
Over most of the other strawberry regions 
the following can be grown: CHESAPEAKE, 
WittiAm Bett, CATSKILL, BLAKEMORE,

FROM PAGE 75] we could see cucumber 
poles, currant bushes already heavily 
laden with green fruit, the grape arbor 
and fruit trees. 

To the left a side path led to a tiny 
pipe-fed pool. Here was Mrs. Baker’s 
supply of watercress. She told us how 
she bought a bunch early each year and 
put it in the pool, where much of it 
rooted, flowered and seeded itself, mak- 
ing new plants for continuous eating. 

To the right. in a hollow behind a 
hedge. were compost heaps. Under the 
hedge lay freshly dug tulips, their foli- 
age drying out prior to bulb storage. 

Then came the two greenhouses. In 
one a few schizanthus were still waiting 
to be given to friends, and many small 
chrysanthemums were ready to be set 
out or potted. The high center shelves 
held philocactus, and _ night-blooming 
cereus. 

The other was a cool greenhouse, now 
shaded with lath, for orchids and ca- 
mellias. The camellias, which, of course. 
had been removed outdoors by now. 
formed a 514-foot hedge in the shade of 
a taller privet hedge. 

On the far side of the house were 
the wonderful perennial borders, gorge- 
ous with great clumps of iris, oriental 
poppies, peonies, lupine and dictamnus. 
Here sweet alyssum was just being set 
out in the front of the border. 

We ended our tour on the cool sun 
porch, one of the most favored spots 
in this favored garden world. At the 
moment it was full of richly foliaged and 
flowered Lady Washington geraniums. 
But all through the winter this porch 
(kept at a temperature of 55° to 60°) 
would still be full of flowering plants. 
One display would follow another: first 
fall chrysanthemums, then cineraria, 
poinsettias, Primula malacoides. spring 
bulbs (daffodils, Ornithogalum arabicum. 
hyacinths and tulips)—and more cine- 
raria. 

In summer the porch garden is mainly 
green, when interest is transferred to the 
white begonias outside since come June 
the glass panels are taken completely 
out to open up the entire porch. A per- 
manent feature is the 7-foot calamondin 
tree which was covered when we were 
there with small bright oranges. 

All the porch flowers are grown in the 
greenhouse, each crop being brought in 
to the porch as soon as ready. This same 
project could be done on a smaller scale 
with a small pit greenhouse. Such a 
succession of bloom, even with only one 
or two pots of each flower. would make 
an exciting winter gardening season. 

As a matter of fact, all the flowers 
on the entire place are raised by the 
Bakers, and everything buildable is built

Williamsburg 


[From pace 58] the really serious gar- 


dener. You help yourself to a cup of tea 
and some cookies. and as soon as every- 
one has teacup in hand, the discussion 
begins. This atternoon the subject was 
“General Garden Trends.” Alden Hop- 
kins. landscape architect of Colonial 
Williamsburg, presided, and with him to 
answer questions was 4 panel of three 
of the guest speakers. Everyone has an 
opportunity to ask questions, and so not 
only do you have one of your own most 
puzzling problems discussed, but you 
learn a great deal from the answers to 
other gardeners’ questions. These teas 
are the practical part of the Symposium. 

That evening we had dinner at the 
Williamsburg Lodge where I was stay- 
ing. The Lodge, while not as elegant as 
the Inn. is very attractive and comfort- 
able. We had a delicious dinner and 
then went to see perfectly beautiful slides 


made by Jack and Mary Alice Roche 


who photograph so many of the FLOWER 
GROWER covers. They showed us lovely 
garden scenes, single blooms. beautiful 
intricate patterns which turned out to 
be the inside of a tulip or a lady slipper. 
They told us all the steps taken in set- 
ting up one cover photograph (they even 
laid flagstones). After the lecture a 
group of us went to Chowning’s Tavern, 
a typical alehouse of the period. for a 
small snack. Here we saw several groups 
of William and Mary students. 

The next day, after two interesting 
lectures in the morning, we had an early 
lunch and left at 1:30 to drive to Norfolk 
to see the Camellia Gardens. We strolled 
under tall trees in a wonderland of 
beautiful camellias. Paths wound in and 
out among them, over a rustic bridge 
and along the water. It was _ lovely 
Frederick Huette, who is in charge of 
the gardens, led us through the gardens 
and told us about the different varieties. 
Later. with tea. we were each given a 
camellia. 

We had made reservations for dinner 
at the King’s Arms Tavern that night, 
so we hurried back to Williamsburg. 
There by candlelight. with napkins tied 
around our necks, following the 18th 
century custom at the King’s Arms. we 
had a sumptuous dinner. After dinner 
we heard a delightful talk illustrated 
with slides by Mrs. Louise B. Fisher on 
18th century flower arrangements. Al- 
ready we had seen examples of her work,

This flower stalk is easily recognizable. 
for it comes out like a Jack-in-the-Pulpit. 

In fall. when foliage starts to drop. 
the plants should be watered sparingly 
until the Jeaves have disappeared and 
the plants become dormant. Then the 
tubers should be winter-stored in a warm. 
dry place where they will not dry out 
completely. 

The tubers can also be planted di 
rectly outdoors in April or May. 

These fancy-leaved caladiums are also 
excellent as pot plants in the house 
There they are happy. though. only when 
given plenty of light. A sun porch is an 
ideal home. but even there the pots 
should be moved to catch both morning 
and afternoon sun. 

One other important cultural require 
ment: whether the plants are grown in- 
doors or out, frequent watering with 
manure-water is necessary to the full 
development of the foliage 

The modern fancy-leaved caladiums 
are all hybrid descendants of the species 
Caladium bicolor, and today there are 
many fine varieties from which to choose. 
When buving from seed stores or gar- 
den sheps. where only the dry. dormant 
tubers are available. use a color chart 
to help you select varieties. But always 
include a few of the very popular. snow 
white variety known as Candidum. This 
beautifully lacelike plant with gree: 
veins blends excellently with the pre- 
dominantly bright red and pink varieties

tangle of sticks” that is a newly purchased rose bush to produce the 


perfect blooms of a hybrid tea must seem the work of a magician to the tyro. Yet. by 


following a few simple rules of planting and care, even the greenest gardener can 


boast of suecess when June ushers in the month of roses. An early start is the first 


prerequisite; a spot in the sun, the second; good soil, preferably rich loam that con- 


tains plenty of humus. and excellent drainage are last but not least of the “musts.” 


Broken and damaged roots or branches are removed with a sharp knife or pruning 


shears, and the plant is ready to go into the ground. The various stages of planting 


shown below are not at all difficult. once you're in the know.

In Praise 


of Episcias 


by ELVIN McDONALD (OKLA.) 


EDITOR, THE CLOXINIAN 


GROUP OF TRAILING PLANTS that hail from the South 

\merican tropics will soon be gracing many more 

florists’ windows in the United States than ever be- 

fore. Their name is episcia. Certainly they aren’t 
new. yet it is only recently that their ability to thrive in a 
home environment has been discovered. Members of the 
gesneriaceae family, they are distantly related to the saint- 
paulia or African violet. Episcias sport luxuriant, colorful 
foliage and white, scarlet or purple flowers which appear at 
various times of year. 

Ten years ago it would have been difficult to find an episcia, 
but today they are seen in many collections and are slowly 
infiltrating the commercial greenhouses for large-scale propa- 
gation. Already these intriguing plants have acquired their 
share of common names—among them begonia violet. The 
botanical name is derived from the Greek word episkios, mean- 
ing shady, which furnishes a clue to their culture. 

Episcias are ultra-tropical, and a temperature below 55° is 
likely to result in a dead plant or one that will be dormant 
for several weeks. Minimum temperatures range from 72° to 
75°. North light produces the most beautiful foliage, but during 
the winter added east light or fluorescent light will bring on 
the flowers. 

\ loose potting soil is essential. A mixture I have used suc- 
cessfully contains equal parts of rich loam, sand, peatmoss 
and rotted leafmold. The addition of small pieces of charcoal 
helps aerate and condition the growing medium. Also use 
plenty of drainage in the bottom of the pot. Any well-balanced 
fertilizer recommended for house plants will help an episcia 
in active growth. Be sure not to feed a stronger solution than 
the manufacturer recommends, for it will set back the plant 
or possibly kill it. 

If episcias are grown in a home where the temperature is 
kept at 75° or over, they will need extra humidity. The pot-in- 
pot method proves ideal, since it also helps display the plant. 
Line the larger (outer) pot with sphagnum moss or vermiculite 
and place the plant pot inside. If the moss is kept moist at all 
times. the plant will have the necessary humidity to make 
abundant growth and produce plenty of stolons and flowers. 
The stolons are important—both for the appearance of the 
plant and for propagation. 

The plants lapse into a semi-dormant period in winter. In 
autumn, the old leaves will begin to dry and fall. and no new 
ones will appear for several weeks. I cut the plant back to 
within 3 inches of the soil, and water it sparingly. just often 
enough to keep the soil slightly moist. The “trimmings” provide 
plenty of cuttings to root for new plants. The old stalk will 
start growth in about two months, and is then treated like any 
mature episcia. If these barren-looking plants [Ser pace 128]

ture seems to be just right for them, they 
will need little or no care during their 
winter hibernation. 

Do not overwater episcias, but never 
let the soil become dry. Soil which is 
slightly moist to the fingers is just right. 
Water from top or bottom, but do not 
allow plants to stand in water. Water 
splashed on leaves will cause brown spots 
if plants are in hot sunlight. The leaves 
should be washed off with tepid water 
as often as is needed to keep them glist- 
ening, but they should stand in a shady 
spot until dry. 

Usually pest-free, episcias are occa- 
sionally ‘infested with tiny black thrips, 
which cause the undersides of leaves to 
Actually. the leaves of 
some varieties are already bronze col- 
ored, so the thrips are hard to discern. 
4 DDT dust will combat them. 

It is quite easy to propagate episcias 
by pinning the stolons into moist soil and 
allowing them to root. The stolon stem 
is then severed from the old plant, put- 
ting it on its own.

Episcia seeds are a rarity, for plants 
don’t seem to set seeds under civilized 
culture. If you should get some seeds, 
plant them on a finely screened, sterilized 
soil mixture and do not cover them, for 
they are dust size. The container is set 
in a warm, shady spot and kept moist 


until germination occurs. which takes 
about two weeks. When seedlings are 


large enough to transplant, move to 
small pots. You should get a novel col- 
lection of episcias thus. for like many 
other foliage plants grown from seed, 
almost every seedling differs from every 
other.

heavy olive green leaves, shaded into 
bronze and flushed with wine on the 
undersides. When I cut the top growth 
off this plant last fall, it rested for sev- 
eral weeks. Then three shoots came up 
from the roots. They rooted easily and 
quickly became large plants. This is the 
only so-called episcia I’ve tried to grow 
in my small home greenhouse. It does 
thrive there, off in a warm, shady corner. 
The flowers are pale yellow and borne 
from the axils. 

R. G. Wilson, collector and grower of 
rare plants, from Fantastic Gardens, 
Miami, Florida, reported on some new 
seedlings for The Gloxinian: 

“In 1952 a number of seedlings were 
raised in the Miami, Florida, area, and 
the best of them have been named. Since 
these show some novel color and pattern 
deviations, a breeding program now un- 
der way has the object of creating 
episcias that are different. The recently 
varieties are: episcia CHOCO- 
LATE SOLDIER with a chocolate brown 
leaf with contrasting gray-green midrib 
stripe and a semi-smooth leaf surface. 





Episcia Frosty has a silver leaf with 
border and blotches of emerald green, 
and a rough leaf surface. Episcia 
HARLEQUIN has a silver leaf with very 
dark raised bletches between veins, dark 
brown margin, and a shiny leaf surface. 
Episcia Acayou has a similar pattern to 
episcia SPLENDENS, gray-green leaf with 
marginal pattern of brown and a rough 
leaf surface. Episcia EMERALD QUEEN 
has emerald green leaves with silver mid- 
rib, herringbone pattern, leaf surface 
rough and hairy. All of these varieties 
have small red flowers similar to those 
of Episcia splendens.” 

That just about rounds out the story 
of available varieties right now. Select 
any one of them for your first, and you'll 
soon be trying to make house room for

Ivy and Flowering Maple 


My ivy and flowering maples do well 
in summer but in fall and winter they 
drop their leaves and buds, despite the 
fact that I water them every morning and 


feed every two weeks. W hat could be

Your plants are possibly suffering 


from overwatering and overfeeding. Un- 
less plants are of tropical origin, they 
need very little water and food in winter. 
Growth diminishes during late fall, and 
the low point is reached in December 
and early January. At that time plants 
are not stimulated by water or 
Too much water and fertilizer may do 
harm; the plant’s reaction is to drop 
leaves and buds.

Seale on Ivy 


My English ivy is covered with hard 
scale-like I have sprayed with 
nicotine sulphate and soap suds but to 
no avail. How can I get rid of them?— 
Mrs. STELLA HuBALEK (Minn.)

The hard bodies on your ivy are scale 
insects. The only way to rid them is to 
scratch them off by hand. To prevent 
their reinfestation you can spray with 
nicotine sulphate. This will kill the 
young scale insects but will not pene- 
trate the hard coat of the adults. 


African Violet Bloom 


How long does it take an African vio- 
let to bloom? I have some rather large 
plants which are yet to flower, and on 
the other hand the small plants I get 
from commercial growers are covered 
with buds and bloom.—Jerry A. PIERCE 
(La.) 

African violets, under good conditions, 
will start to bloom when six months old. 
Small plants from commercial growers 
are covered with blossoms because they 
are grown under the best conditions the 
greenhouse can provide. Pots are par- 
tially sunk in gravel so they won't dry 


out and temperature, humidity, light, 
watering and feeding are ideal. You 


cannot provide these conditions in the 
home. However. flowering can be hast- 
ened in the house by keeping the plants 


in an east window and placing the pots 


on pebble-filled trays of water to in- 
crease air moisture. Placing clay pots 


inside glazed pottery or plastic pots will 
help prevent excessive evaporation from 
the sides of pot.
